The Red Caboose is Heber Valley’s 
Tourism Information Center _ 
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The Red Caboose, standing on 
Main Street in Heber City is 
advertised world-wide as ‘‘The 
Hub of Heber Valley’s Tourism 
Information." This nostalgic sym- 
bol of the past is serving well its 
latest appointed duty of housing 
the Tourist Information Center in 
Heber Valley. 

The Red Caboose (which was 
green when first unloaded on 
Heber's Main Street) was set-up 
as an information center in 1977 
by a joint effort of Wasatch 
County, Heber City, the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Wasatch 
Mountain Railroad (The Heber 
Creeper.) The original agreement 
had a workcrew set the caboose as 
it’s seen today, at an angle to the 
sidewalk, with the porch and 
walkway made of railroad ties. 

The grounds are to be maintain- 
ed by the City, the outside of the 
structure is the responsibility of 
The Heber Creeper, and the inside 
care and operation are the 
obligation of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

From the inception of the 
information center operation to the 
present time, the Heber City 
grounds personnel have continued 
to meet their commitment. Fund- 
ing for staffing ended and the 
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information center open six days a 
week, all year long. Freda works 
Monday through Wednesday, and 


Faun works Thursday through 


Saturday. 

Faun and Freda enjoy meeting 
people from across the country, 
and from around the world. It is 
not uncommon to receive a thank 
you note from as far away as 
Israel, Germany, Brazil or even 


Japan, sent by someone who 
stopped to ask about Heber 
Valley. 

Requests for information come 
year round either by phone or 
letter, with many letters address- 
ed to the ‘Red Caboose", Heber 
City, Utah. To answer with the 
appropriate brochure or a letter 
containing the requested details of 
information, fifty to seventy pieces 


of mail go out each month. Many 
envelopes are bulging with several 
pieces of literature so that the 
interested person can have all he 
wants to know about Heber Valley. 

Funding to pay for 1984 
expenses, not including wages 
(Green Thumb pays Faun and 
Freda), has shifted from the 
Chamber of Commerce, to the 
Heber Valley Promotion Bureau. 
The Promotion Bureau has bud- 
geted to pay the telephone, 
postage, power and water ex- 
penses during 1984. The Pro- 
motion Bureau did no go looking 
for the opportunikty to support the 
Center but rather than let close 
and loose the economic value to 
the community, the Board approv- 
ed the funds to support the Tourist 
Information Center.
